local exemption boards this morning. 

Chairman J. R. Nutting, of the fifth 
division (sixth ward), stole a march on 
the chairmen of the other divisions in 
Atlanta Friday by borrowing from The 
Constitution its official master list, 


‘which was received from Washington 


before the other list arrived. As a 
result the ,fifth division’s notices to 
its first call men will be in the mails 
by tonight and will be received at local 
addresses Monday morning. This 
means that this division should begin 
examinations of its first call men on 
next Thursday. 

By calling at the offices of the local 
boards Monday it will be possible to 
secure official information as to the 
order of draft liability. 

Beards Start Work Today. 

The boards will first strike out with 
penci] mark all the numbers among 
the 10,500 that are above the total num- 
ber registered in its division. Then a 
list will be made of the numbers as 
they come, which are in its division, 
with names, addresses and order in 
which each mar is to be called. The 
lists will be in* the following order:

{n addition to this list, which is re- 
quired by the government, the boards 
will also make a cross index list. In- 
stead of having the serial numbers in 
the order in which they were drawn 
at Washington, the serial number will 
govern the order of names. These lists 
will only be used for the sake of quick 
reference to give information as to a 
man’s order of liability. The _ serial 
number “1” will appear first in the 
first column, then the name, address 
and order of liability. The serial num- 
ber ‘‘2” will appear in the second line 
in the first column, then name, ad- 
dress and order of liability. 

By carefully studying the foregoing 
descriptions of how the two lists are 
to be made 


easily determine for himself his order 
of liability ‘without taking up the time 
of the exemption board members who 
will be kept busy.

Examinations Start Soon. 

Before next Friday all exemption 
boards should be actively examining 
the 1,764 men in the city who are to 
be included in the first call to supply 
Atlanta’s quota of 882 for the selec- 
tive draft army.

TEXAS GOVERNOR 
UNDER INDICTMENT 


Nine Felony Charges 

Against Ferguson—Three 
Other Statehouse Officials 
Indicted With Governor. 


: 


Austin, Texas, July 37.—James_ E. 
Ferguson, governor of Texas, was in- 
dicted on nire charges of felony by the 
grand jury of Travis county late today. 
The indictments were returned at 3:30 
o’clock, but were not made public un- 
til nearly 6 o’clock, when Sheriff George 
S. Matthews notified the governor. 
Seven of the indictments charge mis- 
application of public funds, one diver- 
sion of public funds and one embez- 
zliemeht. 

Churchill J. Bartlett, secretary of 
state, was indicted on six counts, charg- 
ing misapplication of funds; C. O. Aus- 
tin, commissioner of insurance and 
banking, on four counts, same charge, 
and C. L. Stowe, state superintendent 
of buildings and grounds, on one count, 
charging misapplication. 

Other indictments were returned, but 
have not yet been made public. 

May Be Impeached.

In 
his call the spéaker said that the most, 
important matter to consider was the 
governor's veto of apropriations for the;

Alleged Diversion of Funds. 

| The charge of diverting a special 
'fund refers to the fund provided by 
(the legislature for the purchase of sup- 
| plies for the executive mansion. It is 
|charged that the governor applied this 
fund to the purchase of ‘‘various goods, 
wares and merchandise not*authorized 
by law.” 

Of the seven charges of misapplication 
of funds, one refers to the sum of $101,- 
256 collected by Governor O. B. Col- 
quitt, Ferguson’s predecessor, as insur- 
;} ance on the building of the West Texas 
Normal school at Canyon City. The 
governor is alleged to have received 
‘this sum from Colquitt and to have 
placed it in the *'Temple State bank. 

The other sums, totalling $42,861, and 
the alleged dates of misapplication are 
presented without further data. 

Immediately after Governor Fergu- 
s0n had been served by the sheriff in 
his office he gave bond in the sum of 
$5,000 in one case and $1,000 in each of 
the others. 

Governor James E. Ferguson late to- 
night answered the nine charges of 
felony placed against him late today by 
indictments returned by the Travis 
county grand jury by announcing him- 


self as a candidate for governor of 
Texas for a third term. 


RACE RIOTING RESUMED 
IN PENNSYLVANIA TOWN 


White Mobs Driven Back at 
Chester With Guns 
and Rifles. 


Chestar. Pa., July 27.—Although a 
force of nearly two hundred armed 
guards including local and state police 
and volunteer deputies were patrolling 
the city, a mob of several thousand men 
and boys renewed race rioting here to- 
night. Shortly after dark the rioters 
got beyond control and beat a negro 
insensible before he could be rescued by 
the police. Scores were arrested. The 
authorities who believed the situation 
was under control were taken by sur- 
prise when the rioters first appeared in 
large numbers in the central section of 
the city. 

All negroes had been ordered to re- 
main indoors and the crowd of white 
men were Kept moving. 

When they attacked tonight's victim 
rioting broke out on a large scale for 
the fourth time this week. Wagon 
loads of guards held ready for trouble 
were rushed to the scene of the disor- 
der and the mob was driven back at 
the point of revolvers and rifles. After 
a scene of confusion the streets were 
cleared, but not before dozens of white 
‘men had been knocked unconscious with 
riot sticks. 

Frank Meadows, a negro, who was 
shot at noon today, was reported to be 
near death in the city hospital. Two 
other negroes fired on at the same time 
are also in a serious condition. 

Sheriff Heyburn issued a proclama- 
tion tonight forbidding all citizens to 
congregate on the streets and ordering 
every one in doors after 9 p. m. except 
those whose business made it necessary 
for them to be on the streets. All sa- 
loons and places of amusement were 
ordered closed indefinitely.

The 
amount appropriated répresents more 
than 60 per cent of all the taxes raised 
in the state of Georgia on an ad valo- 
rem. basis, excluding corporation taxes.

House Votes Down All Spe- 
cial Orders, Upholdnig the 


Speaker and Rules Com-| 


mittee and Rebuking 
Critics. 


‘Hope of action on new county bills at 
went glim- 
mering yesterday morning when the 
house voted down all special orders re- 
ported by the rules committee seriatim 
and sustained the original position of 
the committee that bills should be taken 
up in their order on the calendar, ex- 
cept during the last seven. days, when 
the house gives the rules committee the 
power to fix the order. 

Along with the new county bills there 
were included in the general slaughter 
of censtitutional amendments the bill 
to exempt college endowments and the 
bill compelling all counties to lay a spe- 
ciai school tax. 

The: only constitution&l amendment 
which escaped was the bill of Mr. Mc- 
Call, of Brooks, taking off the $1,500 lim- 
it for confederate pensioners and allow- 
ing pensions to veterans and their wid- 
Ows, regardiess cf the amount cf their 
property, This bill is No. 9 on the cal- 
endar of the house and was reached in 
its order Friday, but consideration of 
it was deferred until Monday. 


Rebuke to Critics. 


The action of e house was a dis- 
tinct vietory for the speaker and the 
rules committee 4nd a rebuke to the 
<ritics who have been attacking them 
as responsible for delays and for failure 
to give preference to certain legisla- 
tion. 

Following the action of the rules com- 
mittee Wednesday, announced in a pub- 
lished statement of Mr. Jones, of Cow- 
eta, Vice chairman, that it would not 
change the order of bills on the calen- 
dar unless a majority of the members 
of the house signified its desire for such 
a change, a petition was presented to 
the committee signed by 104 members 
of the house asking that constitutional 
amendments be set as a special order. 

The committee accordingly lTriday 
morning reported an order of business, 
beginning Tuesday, July 31, with house 
bill No. 195, exempting college endow- 
ments. 

The order in which the bills were to 
come up, after the endowment exemp- 
tion bill, was No. 27, local school tax; 
No. 90, Treutlin county; No. 97, Atkinson 
county: No. 132, registration for bond 
elections, and No. 243, to make judges 
Of the superior courts ineligible for of- 
fice other than for re-election, within 
two years after their terms expire. 

[n explaining the action of the com- 
mittee, Vice Chairman Jones said that 
it was the desire of the rules commit- 
tee to carry out the wishes of the house. 
When a majority of the house had ex- 
pressed its preference for a certain or- 
der, he said, the committee was perfect- 
ly’ willing to report that as the order, 
subject to the action of the house under 
the rules, but as long as the majority 
had not signified any preference, the 
calendar would he followed with the ex- 
ceptions specified in the rules. 


Previous Question Called. 


After considerable discussion of 
the report and a request made 
for ae vote on the propositions 
separately, the previous question 
was called and each of the special or- 
ders defeated in turn. 

It is understood that the friends of 
the exemption of college endowments 
were the original proponents of the pe- 
tition to make these special orders. It 
was probably unfortunate for them that 
they tied up their cause with that of 
the new counties, as a member of the 
rules committee privately expressed the 
opinion that a large majority of the 
house favored the exemption of college 
endowments from tax and that they 
would probably have carried out their 
plan had it not been linked up with the 
new county schemes. 

However, the action of the house regl- 
Iv does not delay final action on con- 
stitutional amendments. as was pointed 
out by Aepresentative Johnson, of Bar- 
row, who spoke in opposition to making 
them special orders, as none of them 
ean be voted on by the people and fi- 
nally ratified until the general election 
in October. 1918. 

Tn the enurse of the dehate on the 
rules committee’s report, Judge Atkin- 
son,of Fulton, asked that Dr. White’s 
bill, raising theage of consent for girls 
to 14 years, be madea special order. This 
action was worthy of note in view of 
the report which had gained some cre- 
dence that Judge Atkinson was opposed 
to the bill. The other Fulton member. 
Mr. Smith, {s also earnestly in favor of 
the bill, making the Fulton delegation 
solid for it. 

For Closing Disorderly Houses. 


The greater portion of the time of the 
house Friday was taken up with a dis- 
cussion of a bill by Mr. Wright, of Floyd, 
giving the superior court judges author- 
ity to enjoin and close up for a pericd 
of one year as nuisances all disorderly 
houses and also impose a fine of $300 
on the owner where he can be charged 
with knowledge of the purpose for 
which the premises are being used.

ENGINEERS GATHERING 
STATE HIGHWAY DATA 


Information About Atlanta- 
Macon Roads Wanted for 
U. S. Good Roads Office. 


The state highway commission has 
received from the United States office 
of good roads the exact nature of the 
additional information wanted by the 
office before the approval of the At- 
lanta-to-Macon highway project of the 
commission, and engineers were sent 
out over the route Friday to obtain this 
information. 

The approval of this highway and 
the obtaining of federal aid for work 
on this highway has been delayed for 
many, months by lack of understanding 
between the office of good roads and 
the highway commission as to just 


what information should be furnished.

the direction of delivery expenses. — 

A bulletin from the woman's commit- 
tee, Council of National Defense, to Mrs.

Statement: 

“The bureau of commerce has found 
that in the city of Washington it costs 
7.4 per cent of the gross sales of food 
to pay for its delivery. On a food bill 
of about twelve and three-quarter mil- 
lion of dollars in 1916 Washington paid 
over $900,000 for sending the stuff to 
the purchasers. Naturally it cost more 
to deliver some things than others. Ice, 
rend. milk, ice cream cost Washington 
most.”

CHANGES ARE PLANNED 
IN JUNK ORDINANCE 


Carload shipments of junk, passing 
through Atlanta, but handled by At- 
lanta junk dealers, will be exempted 
from police surveillance and inspec- 
tion, according to a new ruling of the 
ordinance committee Thursday after- 
noon. ‘ 

Nathan Coplan, lawyer, representing 
the junk dealers, made a strong speech 
before the committee, and stated that 
the junk dealers were not gatherers 
of junk, but responsible business men, 
doing from $75,000 to $100,000 cash bus- 
iness every day. Big orders of junk- 
iron are being handled locally for the 
war department. Any delay of carload 
shipments of junk purchased elsewhere, 
and routed to the point of destination 
through Atlanta, would cause much 
trouble, and probable financial loss. 

The commitee passed resolutions in- 
structing the chairman, Councilman A. 
J. Orme, to notify the police chief to 
withhold enforcement of the section of 
the new ordinance, that relates to car- 
load shipments being inspected. It is 
planned to revise this part of the law. 

The ordinance committee reported 
favorably on proposed’ ordinance by 
Alderman Jonas H. Ewing, requiring 
all agents, trustees, etc., returning tax- 
es for persons owning property in the 
city to give the names and addresses 
of the owners of the properties. Viola- 
tion of the penalty was placed at an 
extra assessment of 10 per cent of the 
value of the properties. - 

A proposed ordinance making it a 
violation for city sanitary cart drivers 
to gather junk was considered favora- 
bly, but held up until John Jentzen, 
chief of the sanitary department, can 
be heard from. 

An ordinance which proposes to give 
the board: of education authority § to 
change old text-books without addi- 
tional cost to the school children for new 
revised editions at any time in the dis- 
cretion of the board was considered fa- 
vorably. The present city ordinance 
roverning the selection of school books 
stipulates that no text-books can be 
changed except at five-year intervals.

According to Ban Johnson--25 
Men to Be Taken From 
American. 


Chicago, July 27.—There is likely to 
be no world’s series this year as a re- 
sult of the drain on major league base- 
ball players by the draft, B. B. John- 
son, president of the American league, 
said here tonight on his return from 
New York. He said that tabulation of 
draft numbers held by players showed 
that probably twenty-five men would 
be taken from the American league, 
and that the American would not play 
the series if it were handicapped by 
that serious a loss. 

The league president also stated that 
he had learned that the military drill- 
ing installed by the league in the sea- 
son would not cause the war depart- 
ment to extend exemption to ball play- 
ers until the end of the season. His 
information, Mr. Johnson declared, was 
that the ball players would be drafted 
about September 1. 

An interview by the American league 
president in New York, urging ball 
players not to claim exemptions, gave 
rise to suggestions by baseball experts 
here that the draft would result in re- 
calling to the major leagues many men 
now playing in the minor leagues, who 
once were stars in the majors, but are 
now past the age of the draft.

New York, July 27.—The cotton mar- 
ket showed the effects of bearish crop 
news today and under Steady pressure 
throughout the Session, closed irregu- 
lar and 49 to 64 points net lower, hav- 
ing at one time been 67 to 70 points 
lower on active positions. 

Marked improvement in crop ac- 
countS from the eastern belt guve the 
impression that recent bullish news 
from there had been eXaggerated and 
that the frequent showers did not pre- 
vent cultivation or Seriously check 
srowth. 

Although a little late, the crop in the 
eastern belt was said to be making ex- 
cellent progress, and several private 
condition reports issued duriifg the day 
Showed advances of 4 to 5 points over 
last month, and strengthened bear 
claims to the effect that the govern- 
ment report next week will probably 
show a marked improvement over last 
month, when it was 70.3. 

There was also favorable news in 
from Texas and the southwest gener- 
ally, which added to the bearish senti- 
iment that prevailed here throughout 
the day. 

Trade buying of October which late- 
ly has exerted a bullish effect on the 
market, was almost entirely absent to- 
day and. prices declined easily under 
the weight of selling pressure. 

Both Liverpool and the south sold 
early in tHe day, the former being 
credited to hedges against spot pur- 
chases in the south. 

New crop cotton was reported to be 
already moving in a small way in the 
southwest, but the movement will not 
become general in Texas for several 
weeks yet. 

The freight situation is still unsatis- 
factory and it was said that embargoes 
on gulf shipments to New York were 
still being enforced by steamship lines.

SELLING WAVE STRIKES 
NEW ORLEANS MARKET 


New Orleans, July 27.—Wide declines 
were registered in cotton here today, 
the result of a selling wave which 
struck the market on the opening and 
was felt to the close. Lowest prices 
were reached late in the session when 
the market was 76 to 78 points down, 
net. Final quotations showed a net loss 
of 71 to 77 points. 

Selling was general and for both 
accounts. According to ring gossip 
Liverpool was a heavy seller early in 
the day and there were large offerings 
from bearish traders who were im- 
pressed with the improvement shown 
by the growing crop. Much long cot- 
ton was liquidated, no fresh support 
came in from longs and at no time did 
the market show any decided tendency 
to react from the decline.

TO PAY HER SHARE| 


ON SILVER SERVICE 


A bill was introduced in the house 
yesterday with the signatures of six- 
teen representatives to pay C. W. 
Crankshaw, an Atlanta jeweler, a 
long- overdue debt of the state in pro- 
viding a silver set for the battleship 
Georgia. The set was furnished at 
the time the battleship was commis- 
sioned in 1907, under the adminiStra- 
tion of the late Joseph M. Terrell as 
governor. 

It cost $2,065, part of which was 
subscribed for by a number of Geor- 
gia cities, which have long since paid 
their debt, and the balance, $1,300, was 
the portion of the state.

A bill to pay Mr. Crankshaw has 
been ihtroduced at every session of 
the general assembly since that time, 
but it has so far failed to get through, 
although the last house did pass a bill 
authorizing the payment of a portion 
of the amount. The measure failed to 
pass the senate.

ASK MORATORIUM 
FOR MEN IN ARMY 
UNTIL WAR'S END 


If a bill introduced by Representa- 
tive Burt, of Dougherty, yesterday 
succeeds in passing the general as- 
sembly, soldiers in the army may have 
worries a-plenty, but debt will not be 
one of them. 

The bill proposes a moratorium for 
all Georgia soldiers, whether drafted 
men or volunteers, until after the war. 
It specifically provides for “the stay, 
suspension and postponement of the 
enforcement of all debts, claims, suits 
at law or in equity during the term or 
period of the present war with 
many, not to exceed five years, 
against persons drafted or conscribed 
or persons voluntarily enlisting in 
the army or navy of the United 
States.” 

A bill introduced by Representative 
Beck, of Carroll, one of the leading op- 
ponents of the tax equalization law, 
provides for the election of the state 
tax commissioner by the people for a 
term of two years. At present the of- 
fice is an appointive one and for a 
term of six years. The bill limits the 
expenses of the office to the salary of 
the commissioner, $2,500; one clerk, 
$1,500, and one stenographer,$1,000. 


‘BELL IS ACQUITTED 
OF EMBEZZLEMENT 


Ga., July 27.—(Special.)— 
R. L. Bell, former manager of R. L 
Bell & Co., charged with embezzling 
several thousand dollars of the corpo- 
ration’s funds while he was in charge 
of its affairs, was found not guilty 
by a jury in Colquitt superior court 
yesterday afternoon. 

The defense contended that the 
Utopian-socialistic method by which it 
was operated was responsible for the 
loss of about eight thousand dollars 
in less ¢han ten months, and not a 
shortage on the part of the manager. 

It was claimed that when the corpo- 
ration was formed the forty or fifty 
shareholders, most of whom were 
farmers, were told that they would be 
sold goods at cost—the cost to be ar- 
rived at from the invoice price without 
adding freight expense or any other 
overhead charges. This rule was rigid- 
ly adhered it, it was asserted. The de- 
fense also insisted that frequently the 
firm sold goods to the general public 
at less than cost, in order to main- 
tain its reputation “for selling cheap.’”’ 
In this manner several hundred dol- 
lars were dropped on one lot of flour, 
one of the clerks for the defunct firm 
testified. 

The prosecutors gave a different 
version of the cause of the collapse of 
the business. They contended that Bell, 
as general manager, secretary and 
treasurer, was in entire charge of the 
business, doing all of the buying and 
fixing all of the selling prices.
